The faces of the cab- 
inet may have changed, but it still 
contains. the "same old ' collection 
of uniforms. Prince Albert coats, 
horn-rimmed spectacles ajid niill- 
taristic ideas. 


The only difference seems to be 


that the Jap government has de- 
cided to confide the unpleasant 
truth to the people. .Truth, .of 
courjse, is no part of the Jap code 
of ethics:. there' isn't-any Wash- 
ington-and-the-cherry-trce legend 
in Shinto mythology.

This policy may work better In 


'Japan''than in Germany. 'As Mat-

modern nation. -Socially, it is still 
living'in an ancient past of leg- 
end and myth."- Japanese Indus- 
try exists for the emperor's glori- 
fication. If he asks now for more 
effort, he'll probably get it. 


As for Tojo's successors, they 


have a slightly more "moderate" 
reputation, but the same militar- 
istric background. They may ni- 
ter the unsuccessful Hitlcr-Tojo

Electrical Beacon 
Invented fo Ward 
Off Preying Ducks 


. By FRANCIS -I. KELLY 
Washington, July 28.—(AP)—A 


revolutionary d u c k - frightening 
machine, endorsed by government 
experts, may await the first un- 
wary mallard which peels-off and 
dives for an American grain field 
next fall. 


It is a simple little device which 


can 
be hammcicd together by 


anybody with a working knowl- 
edge of electronics, watchmaking 
and carpentry, and was developed 
to put duck frightening on a sci- 
entific basis in the western grain 
fields 
where hungry 
waterfowl 


arc causing increasing damage ev- 
ery autumn." 


Charles. Alldredge. public rela- 


tions officer for the Fish and Wild- 
life Service of thc Interior Depart- 
ment and its cx-officio duck-scar- 
ing consultant, declared simply 
that the machine represents '.'the 
biggest • advance 
in 
thc 
duck 


frightening game since the inven- 
tion of. thc blank shotgun shell." 


Optical Bool»y Trap 


Stripped of technical detail, it 


is an optical beacon or optical 
booby trap operating at night, the 
ducks' favorite feeding time. Tho 
beacon 
revolves 
and the light 


flashes on and off 70 times a min- 
ute. 
(That's due cither to tho 


phonograph motor or Uic alarm 
clock mechanism; it's pretty hard 
to figure out from the government 
blue-prints.) 


In its perfected form, the bea- 


con turns off 
completely - eight 


minutes out of each quarter-hour, 
thus giving the ducks a false senso 
of security and probably' causing 
them indigestion when it snaps on 
again. Besides, tills saves juice. 


Ducks have always been a sore 


problem for the corn and grain 
sorghum ^growers of the Platto 
river valley in Colorado and Ne- 
braska, to thc wheat and barley 
producers of thc Dakotas. and to 
thc rice farmers of California and 
Texas; And thc duck population 
has quadrupled in the past eight 
years. 


Similar machines already have 


been given successful try-outs and 
North Dakota 
ducks shied off 


from thc beacons as much as 400 
yards away. 


The experts haven't figured out 


what to do about sophisticated 
ducks which might get used to 
eating by electric light.

Ford Name Appears 


in Sedition Trial 


Washington. July 28.—(AP)— 


Motor Magnate Henry Ford has 
issued a vigorous denial that he 
promised financial support to a 
plan to "alter the course of Amer- 
ican history in the next two to 
four years"—a plan outlined in a 
letter which has been introduced 
in evidence in the mass sedition 
trial. 


The letter purportedly written 


in 19.11 by William Dudley Policy, 
a defendant, to Maj. Gen. George 
Van Horn MoseJey. of the' U. S. 
Army, retired. ' said the 'writer 
wanted to share his information 
with Ford. Charles A. Lindbergh. 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler (D- 
Mont). and Moseley. It said that 
Ford is definitely interested in 
the

material » * » 


and has implied that he would put 
a million dollars behind our ges- 
ture * * *." 


Outside the courtroom yester- 


day a Ford spokesman charged 
that the statement of the writer, 
as concerned Ford, was a "mali- 
cious he" and that Ford "has nev- 
er seen Pclley or Moseley and the 
former was thrown out of the of- 
fice building at Dearborn when he 
attempted to obtain funds." 


The letter gave no other details 


except to explain that Lindbergh's 
support was sought for the "glam- 
orous." Moselcy's to convince the 
Army of the writer's sincerity and 
Wheeler's to get the "necessary 
government tasks" done.
